• Director  Dora  B.  Schriro,  Ed.D.  was  named  the  country’s  top 
corrections  director  by  the  Association  of  State  Correctional 
Administrators,  a professional  organization  of  the  nation’s  directors 
for  state,  federal  and  large  municipal  corrections  systems. 

• A Family  Orientation  Meetings  Team  composed  of  Constituent 
Services  Officers  and  Fulton  Reception  & Diagnostic  Center  staff, 
won  the  Governor’s  Award  for  Quality  and  Productivity.  The 

orientation  program  is  for  families  of  newly  incarcerated  inmates. 

• The  Boonville  Correctional  Center  Restorative  Justice  Garden 
Project,  in  which  inmates  raised  14  varieties  of  fruits  and  vegetables 
on  a 4-acre  plot,  donated  over  15,000  pounds  of  produce  to  area 
food  banks  in  1999.

Did  you  know? 

The  Missouri  Department  of  Corrections  is  an  integrated 
correctional  system  with  a continuum  of  supervision 
strategies  and  treatment  alternatives  for  probationers, 
prisoners  and  parolees. 

DOC’s  Division  of  Probation  and  Parole  staffs  49  offices 
in  38  counties,  the  City  of  St.  Louis  and  the  state’s  21 
correctional  centers. 

At  the  end  of  May,  there  were  48,656  probationers  and 
1 1 , 1 62  parolees  on  community  supervision.  A cadre  of 
1 ,22 1 skilled  Probation  and  Parole  Officers  monitor 
offenders’  compliance  with  conditions  of  release  imposed 
by  the  court  and  the  Board  of  Probation  and  Parole. 
Examples  of  conditions  are  abstinence  from  drugs  and 
alcohol;  employment;  adhering  to  curfew;  and  restitution 
to  victims. 

Probation  and  Parole  Officers  are  essential  to  the  success 
of  the  state’s  fifteen  drug  courts,  four  reparative  boards  and 
eight  other  local  sentencing  initiatives.  They  have  helped 
to  reduce  the  state’s  recidivism  by  one  third  over  the  past 
seven  years.
